r-On the- reports previously presented 
to you by the committee of the parks, 
the Harbor View and Laics Merced sites, 
taking tha: LaBe Merced site .first, we 
have no further evidence than that which 
was presented to you by Mr. Foster, ana 
must render 'oar opinion that' the Lake 
Merced sito Is not available. 


Regarding the other two sites men- 


tioned* we beg to present to you here- 
with reports of the California Title In- 
surance and Trust Company and the Pa- 
cific Title Insurance Company, respec- 
tively,' whom- we have asked to render 
an unbiased report concerning these mat- 
ters and" who have done " same without 
charge to this corporation.

PERMANENT BUILDINGS. 


Regarding the general matter of pre- 


senting to you a site for a .'-world's-, fair 
•on which all of the board of directors 
might agree, we have taken the liberty 
of presenting an entirely new plan, al- 
though parts-of it are taken from various 
suggestions previously made 
to 
this 
board.'

"We have :had. In mind that there are 


three great matters In which tha board 
of directors of the exposition company 
art particularly Interested,.namely:

be most easily accessible both :to;'^aH 
parts of Sari Francisco 'and to the sur- 
rounding territory. 


To .leave, after the exposition IB closes, 


the .greatest possible number of rear per- 
manent improvements.

To build up the city generally, In place 


of; any one particular location. 


We have not attempted, in presenting 
this plan to yon, to infringe In any way 
on the : practical grouping of exposition 
"buildings, as we feel that thla, is a mat- 
ter which must finally be .decided upon 
by expert architects and engineers, who 
will, according to our president's state- 
ment, be at your disposal immediately, 
who will look on the matter both from 
the standpoint of architectural beauty, 
practical results and costs. 


LONQ BOULEVARD. 


Quite unconsciously, after having can- 


vassed tha matter thoroughly, we find 
that our ideas have centered themselves 
on a plan which is largely a combination 
of tlie ideas of Messrs. Burnham 
and 
Leavttt. . 


It is the sense of the committee that, 


commencing, if possible, at . Telegraph 
hill, }.a boulevard be constructed, 
first 


•following the line of Bay street or the 
waterfront to . the Harbor 'View 
site, 
thence along -the bay shore -to the Pre-. 
sldio; from that point through the Pre- 
Bldlo on tlie shore line to Lincoln park, 
and thence to Golden Gate park, through 
the .lands acquired by the Golden Gate 
park committee, thus giving to the -city 
a boulevard suggested by Mr. Burnham, 
which would be of .permanent benefit 
and give to the exposition committee a 
combination of Bites. 


This committee has received - reason- 
able assurance that if this plan is adopt- 
ed wo would obtain the enthusiastic sup- 
port, of the war department for an'ap- 
propriation from Congress for the build- 
ijjig of that part of the permanent boule- 
V'ard located on government 
property, 


and that the appropriation would prob- 
ably include, the construction of a per- 
manent-exposition building at Fort Ma- 
son, • which., could afterward^., be turned 
into^-a division 
headquarters. . ,. 
1 Wa suggest' that J tho original use of 
Telegraph hill 
be '' commemorated 
by 


.erecting -the largest wireless telegraph 
station which it is possible to erect, from 
which tha passage of the'fleat through 
tho canal can. be continually signaled; 
that tha "city park adjoining ba improved 
with a permanent observatory and that 
the sides of the hill be properly terraced. 


AMUSEMENTS AT HARBOR VIEW. 
We would expect, from -Its proximity 
to the city, that at-Harbor "View-would 
tie located such amusements and attrac- 
tions as would be mostly patronized at 
night, and such exhibits as would nat- 
urally follow that location. 
- It is also suggested to you by your 
committee : that - the -Fulton iron works 
lands might be ,.purchased and utilized 
for .a permanent'yacht harbor, park and 
aquarium. 
That at Lincoln park thB suggestion 


of; a giant commemorative statue be car- 
ried out", with such other. attractions as 
would - naturally commend themselves to 
that location; tnat of the 
Intervening 
space between Lincoln par& and Golden 
Gate park, one block In width be pur- 
chased for. connecting by boulevards /the 
two parks permanently; and as much! of 
.the adjoining land ba -uMd' ad ixuqr b« 


necessary for agricultural and such other 
exhibits as; may be recotnmenfled; that 
adjoining ^Golden Gate park a feature 
be made, of'such exhibits as electrical, 
city, colintv and' national buildings, and 
especially of: tha Oriental exhibits, and 
that in the park the suggestion of a 
reproduction-of the Panama-Pacific canal 
by connecting, the chain of lakes be fea- 
tured. 


That at a:location'at the nearest possi- 


ble point to the city in the -westerly, por- 
tion of the, park be placed a permanent 
art gallery; that the stadium ba com- 
pleted;, that this .be made-the center of 
athletic -and aviation sports, and that 
such other attractions be located in the 
park as can be placed there without any 
serious damage, the idea being to use 
the park property, so far as possible, 
for permanent improvements and such 
other exhibits as would be least destruc- 
tive and add most to its beauty.' 


INTERMUHAL RAILROAD. 


In connection with this plan we sub- 


mit plans for an intermural railroad con- 
necting tliia two sites, an examination of 
which will show that all heavy grades 
are avoided and .that no cuts or fills, are 
necessary. 
The route of this railroad 


has been determined from these features, 
and while we consider it would be better 
not to cut up the boulevard with a rail- 
road at this time, if the question of cost 
comes in, the railroad may, to avoid 
duplication, be placed on the boulevard,1; 
the present plan of the railroad being 
the 'least costly under the present con-- 
ditions. 
It is suggested that at a civio 


center sbmewberse in the location 
o" 


Van 
Ness avenue and Market street a 


suitable si'te" be purchased for the erec- 
"tlon thereon 
of a combination 
opera 


houso and! convention hall, and that from 
this point to the ferry and in Van Ness 
avenue to the Van Ness avenue entrance" 
to the fair such decorations be featured 
as will commend, themselves 
to your 


architects and engineers so that a visitor 
upon entering the city at the ferry or 
from the "Union depot would feel that 
he was entering an exposition city. 


CONVENTION HALL SITE. 


We have taken tba liberty of request- 


ing the' opinion of a number of San Fran- 
cisco's best-known architects who hap- 
pen to be personally known to the mem- 
bers of your committee, and their re- 
ports are also herewith presented to. you: 
We know that we have not placed be- 


fore you a^ concrete exposition plan, nor 
have we attempted to do so, as, cfter 
consultation with the architects", previous- 
ly named, they have informed us that 
this is a matter-which will require long. 
deliberation and mature study on the 
part of experts in order to get the best 
possible results. 


In submitting _.this -report your commit- 


tee, made up from advocates of each of 
the sites suggested, are unanimous in 
their opinion that the best interests of 
this city and the exposition 
will 
be 


served by the combination herewith pre- 
sented.

Architects Give 


Views on Site for 


the Panama Fair 


SAN" FRANCISCO, July 26—The archi- 
tects' chosen by'the fair sito committee 
to devise plans, for .buildings, on the site 
chosen have sent to tha committee the 
following letter, 'giving a. general Idea 
of their conception: 
Messers. Hellman, Barneson and Davis, 


Committee on Site, 
Panama-Pacific 
Exposition Company. ' 
Gentlemen: 
In compliance with your 
request, We have discussed a 'solution, of 
.the site problem devised by your com- 
mittee, and have purepared a drawing to 
illustrate the salient features of this 
scheme. 


The characteristic of this schema is 
the arrangement of the buildings in 
three separated main groups and the 
connection of these groups by 
ample 
avenues, the whole of which form 
a 


link and continuation of a system of 
boulevards aud parks which, logically, 
should eventually girdle the city, -The 
buildings to be placed in the several 
groups should be determined later by 
close 
technical 
study of- specific 
re- 
quirements. 


(1 The scheme contemplates 
a 
group of buildings at Harbor yiew, 
' taking advantage of the water lots 
for a water court and building on 
piles where necessary and without 
fill.- This group'.would be accessi- 
ble .from the ferry and central sta- 
tion "by", an avenue" on the sea wall 
and-parallel streets from the heart 
of the city by Van Ness avenue. 
Following this group there would be 
a government group on part of the 
Presidio. 
Thence by a wide avenue 


along the shores of the Golden Gato 
access would be had to Lincoln Park. - 
: The beauty of the Golden Gate would 


thus be brought into the 
general 
plan. 
^ (2) Lincoln Park would form an- 
other group with appropriate build- 
Ings and monuments. 


(3) From Lincoln Park a strip of 


land would be required which would 
connect it- with 3, group in Golden 


. Gate Park. 


This chain of groups would form the 


main body of the exposition and would 
form a part of the girdle of points of 
interest which would continue from the 
park group via. the Pan Handle to the 
civic' center, where it is proposed to 
erect a'convention hall, opera house and 
other" permanent buildings. 
The next link of the girdle would be 
along Market street to the Ferry build- 
ing," which would be considered tnn main 
gate to the exposition city, and deco- 
rated accordingly. 
From the ferry a 
boulevard or causeway accented by an 
observatory on Telegraph Hill would lead: 
to Harbor View and complete the chain.

BAKERSFIELD SAVES 


A MILLION DOLLARS 


BAKERSFIELD, July 26.—Bakersfleld, 


with the third largest gross tonnage of 
any city In California, will save at least 
51,000,000 in freight charges as the direct 
result of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission's decision eliminating tho back-.

ficial With Exploiting Mail 


Order Houses. 


WASHINGTON, July 26.—The sensa- 


tional charge was made today before the 
House committee investigating the Post- 
office Department that Leonard Goodwin, 
a Chicago lawyer and brother of Russell 
P. Goodwin, assistant attorney general 
for the 
:>ostoffice,: was • exploiting: mail 


order houses throughout 
the 
country, 


telling them he could arrange any trou- 
ble they might have through a denial of 
mail privileges, etc. 


Tho charge was made by E. G. Lewis, 


president of a publishing company In 
St. Louis, recently denied second class 
mall^prlvileges. Lewis also declared that 
postofrice Inspectors 'at St. Louis had 
been.told to. use -whatever ..methods they 
pleased ''to put Lewis out cff business*' 
and "to shut Lewis up before the next 
campaign." 


This was the campaign of 1908. 
Lewis said a Rochester, N. Y,, man 


had written to him that Goodwin Was 
the man he ought, to employ to get him 
out of his troubles with the postoffice 
inspectors. 


"This man told me," said Lewis, "that 


Goodwin 'himself wrote the letter." 


Lewis, testified that he employed de- 


tectives who went to Goodwin's 
office 


representing themselves as in the pat- 
ent medicine mail order business and in 
trouble with the postofflce officials. 
An 


affidavit was presented, sworn to by the 
detectives, they declared that Goodwin 
told them he had handled thousands, of 
cases like those ana he could* fix it so 
they would not'be bothered' by postof- 
fice Inspectors. He told them, the de- 
tectives swore, that ;all' they would .have 
to do would be to say.to-the Inspectors: 
"Gentlemen, we may have ' done wrong 
in the past, but we are trying to live 
up to the laws," and this, Goodwin said, 
would be all that was necessary. 
The 


detectives told Lewis, so tie latter tes- 
tified, that many official 'inspectors at 
St. Louis had told him they would be 
'upheld by the department in whatever 
methods they used to put Lewis out of 
business.,

The Sea Carried Across the Mountains. 


Only a short time ago the Hon. Franklin K. Lane, Interstate. 


Commerce Commissioner,, told the people of San Francisco that the 
sea was their'best protection, against discrimination and overcharge 
for freight transportation. He assured them that the. ocean at their 
door 'guaranteed them a commercial advantage which .no combina- 
tion could deprive them of. He felicitously congratulated them on 
the great bay spread round about and the open gateway it furnished 
to the commerce of the world. 


But since Mr. Lane returned to Washington the Interstate' Com- 


merce Commission :has rendered a decision that goes far to nullify 
the commercial advantages Mr. Lane so glowingly congratulated 
the people of San Francisco'-'on possessing. 
Mr. Lane wrote the 


decision. It eliminates wlfat is known as the "back haul," and thus 
constructively brings the sea to the doors of Spokane, Reno, Salt 
Lake and Tucson.'They are made terminal points, and given a great 
advantage over San Francisco, Los Angeles, Oakland, Portland and 
Seattle in handling goods brought overland by rail. The natural 
advantage for. trade the sea affords is neutralized by an arbitrary 
ruling.

For instance, the wholesaler or jobber in San Francisco brings 


his goods overland by rail, paying the through" rate, and when lie 
sells them has tcrreship them to points of delivery in the interior. 
Those goods, ha've to pay the local rate, from San Francisco—or Los 
Angeles, or Seattle, as the case may be—to the -point of delivery. 
This local freight charge represents in business what is called the 
back'haul. It represents the advantage a city on the nearest sea- 
board has over inland competitors. 
But it has been abolished by the 


Interstate Commerce Corhmission. 


Let us see what the effect will be. The wholesaler in Spokane, 


Reno, Salt Lake or Tucson will get his goods laid down as cheaply 
as the merchant on the seaboard, and he will have the advantage 
of being much nearer customers in the retail trade. He can there- 
fore deliver %t a lower freight cost than merchants on the distant 
seaboard can. The jobbers' in R.eno, who competes for the trade of 
the Nevada mining camps, will have the local freight charge be- 
tween San Francisco and Reno as a difference in his -favor over the 
merchants of San Francisco and Oakland. 


Thus Mr,,. Lane .has. theoretically carried the ocean across the 


Sierra Nevada and distributed the advantages he so glowingly de- 
scribed to the citizens of 'San Francisco among a great number of 
minor towns. His.idea evidently is to make eyery'town on a trunk 
line the center of a wholesale district.; The Harbors of Reno., and 
Tucson will now bustle with shipping and the iriny air of the ocean 
will mitigate the dry heat of the desert. 
; 


.Whjch shows that Mr. Lane is a philanthropist in more ways 


than one. In trying to" destroy all natural trade advantages he de- 
sires-to bring the.rejuvenation of the sea air and the pleasures of surf 
bathing to the inhabitants of Tonopah'and .Tucson; But what' effect 
is this going to have on the commerce of the seaboard cities? What 
is to become of the great advantage'Mr. Lane said the presence of 
the ocean gave to San "Francisco? Don't all answer'at once. Some- 
body gained a glorious victory by the decision of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, but who was it? The.wholesale and jobbing 
trade of San Francisco is not likely to benefit from it. But the rail- 
roadf-have-been'soaked,1 theoretically, glorjr'.-ber—dat's deting.

I have before me a pamphlet contain- 


ing statistics relative to the ascent of a 
registering: balloon in Germany on July 
11, 1901. 
It reached a height of 12,820 


metres, but the thermograph was only 
able, to register the temperature to 60 
degrees below zero, "which corresponds 
to a height of 11,715 metres. 


At 1000 metres .from 'the ground the 


temperature was 16 degrees abo\*e zero. 
There Is thug a difference of 76 de- 
grees for a distance of 10,715 metres, 
and consequently there is a drop of one 
degrej; for every 141 metres of ascent. 
This differs but slightly from that ob- 
served by Mons. Saussure In an. ascent 
of 'Mont Blanc, which was one degree 
for 144 metres. 
. It must not

supposed, however, 


that this relation is always the same; It 
differs according to the latitude and In- 
creases toward the equator. 
But this 


difference, far from being in contradic- 
tion with my hypothesis, b'ears out the

of latitude.

tion continuously for eighteen years. He 
said he believed the primary object In 
Instructing the deaf was to enable the 
pupils to communicate with others so 
afflicted and to Instill the rudiments of 
general education. 


That / the 
sigrn language Is gradually 


being1 abandoned In schools for the deaf, 
In favor of the oral methods and finger 
spelling, was the declaration o£ Colwell. 
The sign-'' language, he believes to be a 
makeshift at best, although the claim 
Is made for it that It greatly aids In 
expression. 
He advocated signs for or- 


dinary narratives, but declared that for 
the expression of abstract Ideas and .finer 
shades of meaning, it^was not adequate. 


Statistics gathered by principals of deaf 


schools, Colwell testified, show that the 
number of pupils taught in the oral meth- 
od Is increasing. 
The system had been 


introduced in the California institution, 
ha said,, .by Principal Keith,-and added 
that good" results had been obtained. 


INTERCHANGE O FCUASSES. 


'Interchange of classes by the Instruc- 


tors, however, was an innovation which 
he did not fully commend, he said, part- 
ly because it broke .up personal tie's be- 
tween teacher and pupils. 
The sched- 


ule, he admitted, now gives more time 
for manual training, which, he believes, 
made up for. any loss in other lines.-He 
testified that physical exercises had been 
introduced by Keith.

BERKELEY, July 26.—Following 


an inspection 
of 
sixty-two 
dairies 


supplying Berkeley with 
milk 
and 


butter, Dr. Chester Roadhouse, milk 
inspector, has presented his anual re- 
port to the city council. 


In Berkeley fifteen dairies, fourteen 


milk .plants and three butter plants ' 
were inspected, while five Oakland 
plants "were visited 
and 
twenty-six 


others In Alameda, Contra Costa, So- 
lario and Santa Clara counties ware 
also inspected. Three plants In Mer- 
ced and San Joaquin counties, which 
supply milk to this city, are 'the only 
ones not yet visited. Dr. Roadhousa 
reported :- 


"At the time of the first Inspection, 


of the cans there was not a single 
milk can that was properly screened 
against flies- and properly protected 
against the entrance of dust. 


"There are two large dairj- owners 


and one small one who are naturally 
resistant to all suggestions, and who 
will pro"bably not meet the require- 
ments and will not receive permits 
to sell milk in Berkeley. 


"The spirit shown by the Berkeley 


milk dealers in complying with tho 
recommendations is truiy gratifying 
and they are co-operating with the 
bureau in encouraging the dairies out-

It always made my 
mother nervous to have any one near 
that particular window, the sill Is so low. 
£ly' father -was killed by a fall down a 
shaft in a mine and my mother had a 
horror of such things. She begged George 
to get off the window'sill and sit on &. 
chair.
